“Extras” Can Boos 

The providing of a. aie 
utilities, janitor service or other 
benefits to tenants will enable a 
builder to obtain FHA-approval 
on the basis of higher rents, a | 
spokesman for the St. Louis office 
said. 

“It must be remembered that | 
the rent figures set out represent 
maximum limitations,” the spokes- 
man said. “The FHA would be 
happy, and far more ready, to ap- 
prove projects for which much. 
lower rentals are to be charged.” | 

Under FHA regulations, builders | 
of projects of eight or more units | 
are required to put up only 10 per 
cent of the cost in cash. The re-| 
maining 90 per cent can then be 
secured by a loan which is guar- 
anteed by the FHA. 

Limits Will Vary. 

Rental limi within which 
apartment construction will be 
approved for FHA mortgage in- 
surance vary from city to city, 
depending on local building costs, 
real estate practices and unfilled 
housing needs. In some areas, 
the maximum limitation is $60 a 
month. 

The St. Louis office, which cov- | 
ers the eastern half of Missouri, | 
said it based its limitations chiefly 
on the cost of construction, point- | 
ing out that builders contend it | 
would be uneconomical for them | 
to go ahead with projects with 
lower rents, 

FHA officials in Washington 
said they were uncertain if they 
would seek an extension of the 
present law relating to large rental 
projects in its present form next 
spring or if they would try to 
obtain a revision to provide en- 
couragement for low-rental apart- 
ments only. 

“We feel there is a big need 
remaining for apartments in the 
$45 to $65 class,” an official said. 
“But I don’t think it’s possible to 
say what we'll lay before Congress 
until we size up the situation 
again in February.” 

High-Rent Market Down. 

The apartment market in the 
upper-rental brackets is dwind-. 
ling in many areas and may be, 
saturated when presently-plafined | 
projects are completed, it was an- | 
nounced.

The United States Patent Office 
granted him a patent on the idea 
recently. 

The inventor thinks his idea will 
keep the spinach off the walls and 
the floor when Junior gets tired 
of putting it in his mouth. 

The plate for Junior has a trans- 
parent panel through which the 
pictures are shown. When a screw 
is turned, a film moves from one 
spool to another inside the plate. 
This supposedly fascinates Junior, 
and while he’s absorbed with the 
pictures he’s also absorbing his 
spinach, spotlessly. 

Another invention, lately patent- 
ed, is available to take care of 
what to do with your chewing 
gum after the flavor is gone. This 
features a box about the size of 
the little finger, complete with 
cover and an interior filing spike. 

Gum-chewers are supposed to 
carry a supply of these containers 
around with them. When the jaws 
get tired—zip—out comes the box.

Toys to Be Easier on Pocketbook 


This Christmas; Educational Trend 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (UP)— 
Christmas-shopping parents can 
venture into department store toy- 
lands this season with a few less 
qualms about the pocketbook than 
last year, a preliminary check in- 
dicated today. 

Government and industry sur- 
veys of the 1949 stock of toys 
point to two trends: Manufactur- 
ers are placing emphasis on inex- 
pensive, educational toys; there 
still will be a shortage of top qual- 
ity, expensive toys.

to Russian Resolution

Attacks Washington, London.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct. 14 
(AP)—The United States and Brit- 
ain laid before the United Nations 
Political Committee today a 12- 
point Western plan for permanent 
peace. . ‘ 

The move was the answer to 
Russia’s insistent demand for U.N. 
action on a Soviet resolution of- 
fered a month ago calling for a 
new five-power peace pact. 

United States Delegate Warren 
R. Austin submitted the United 
States-British resolution immedi- 
ately after another bitter Russian 
attack was made on the Western 
Powers. 

The Western proposal struck di- 
rectly at Russia’s threats against 
Premier-Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz 
of Yugoslavia, and at alleged So- 
viet aid to the Communists in 
China. It also called for religious 
and political freedom in every 
country, and urged big power co- 
operation on such matters as 
atomic control. : 

Meanwhile, the Special Political 
Committee approved a Canadian- 
French proposal calling on the five 
big powers and’ Canada to con- 
tinue their private talks:on atomic 
control. The resolution was sup- 
ported by the United States and 
Britain and vigorously opposed by 
the Soviet bloc. The vote was 48 
to 5, with five abstentions. In view

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
The Government’s top mediator, 
Cyrus 8S. Ching, gave a new report 
to the White House today on the 
deadlocked coal tavor dispute. 

Ching told reporters before go- 
ing into conference with John R. 
Steelman, the President’s assist- 
ant, that he had no present plans 
for arranging federal-sponsored 
negotiations. 

After a 45-minute talk with 
Steelman, Ching said there would 
be no Government development 
“for a day or two.” He said he 
had a “routine” meeting with 
Steelman to bring him up to date. 
He said, “We'll wait and see what 


the parties in the coal dispute are’ 


inclined to do.” 

The new suggestion of John L. 
Lewis that soft-coal operators drop 
in and talk contract when he re- 


turned to the capital today got | 
no rush of acceptance from oul 


mine owners. 

Most operator spokesmen were 
unavailable for direct comment on 
the statement of a Lewis aid that 
the mine union president awaited 
their “convenience.” 

The reaction was 
this way by one leading industry 
representative: “John knows that 
if he is really serious about want- 
ing to talk contract, all he has to 
do is to pick up the telephone. He 
has not done that.” ' 

The National Coal Association 
said in a weekend statement that 
another coal strike Dec. 1 is “un- 
thinkable.” They said Lewis’s 
unionists are willing and eager to 
dig coal and that so are a lot of 
others. 

The Southern Coal Producers’ 
Association, headed by Joseph E. 
Moody, was in a good position to 
take up Lewis’s maneuvers today. 
The 30man board of directors 
gathered here for a quarterly 
meeting. 

Lewis let it be known yesterdav 
that he would be back at his desk 
in Washington today, after spend- 
ing several days in New York. 
Ching seemed to be opposed to call- 
ing him and the operators to- 
gether. Lewis didn’t get to a Ching 
meeting last week, saying he 
could not make it before Mon- 
day. But the conciliation director 
had a previous engagement in an- 
other dispute today and he gave 
every indication of being ready to 
check the whole thing to the 
White House if President Truman 
would accept it.

Miss Coplin also is 
charged with attempted espionage 
by attempting to transfer such 
documents to an unauthorized per- 
son, subject to the same penalty. 
The fourth charge against Miss | 
Coplon, for which in time of war | 
the penalty is death, is attempted | 
espionage, whereby she sought to 
transmit documents “relating to 
the national defense to a citizen 
of a foreign power, with the in- 
tent and reason to believe same 
were to be used to the injury of 
the United States for the advan- 
tage of a foreign power.” Punish- 
ment on conviction is. 20 years in 
the penitentiary. 


Embassy Attaches Present. 
Gubitchevy was accompanied 


through the hearings by two Rus- 
sian Embassy attaches, Yuri Novi- | 
kov and Lev S. Tolokonnikov. A 
young woman secretary, L. Mura- 
vieva, took careful shorthand 
notes whenever the defendant 
spoke.

Harry Bridges Goes on Trial on 

Perjury, Conspiracy Charges. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—Harry Bridges went on trial to- 
day on perjury and conspiracy 
charges stemming from his 
naturalization hearing in 1945. 

Bridges, Australian-born presi- 
dent of the left-wing CIO interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s and Ware- 
housemen’s Union, testified at that 
hearing he was not and never had 
been a Communist. The Govern- 
ment charges that statement was | 
false. | 

It likewise charges two of | 
Bridges’s close union associates, 
German-born Henry Schmidt and 
Texas-born J. R. Robertson, con- 
spired to defraud the Government 
while witnesses at the hearing. 
They are on trial with him. 

This is the first criminal action 
brought by the Government 
against Bridges. But there have 
been previous attempts to deport 
him under immigation laws.

“A newspaper that had — 
cized E. H. Crump would suddenly 
find that a city official had de- 
clared its elevators ‘unsafe,’ and 
an unfriendly restaurant owner 
might be informed he had violated 
some pure food code.” 

Kefauver said almost all of his 
friends tried to talk him out of 
fighting the machine. “At first, 
the campaign looked dark,” he ad- 
mitted, “but I was encouraged by 
the support of organized labor, 
university students, several coura- 
geous newspapers, and especially 
women’s organizations.” 

In Memphis, Crump’s headquar- 
ters, a citizens’ committee for Ke- 
fauver and Gordon Browning, who 
defeated Crump’s candidate for 
the nomination for Governor, was 
organized. The vote in Memphis, 
instead of giving Crump the usual 
50,000 or 60,000 majority, was al- 
most even. “That,” Kefauver said, 
“was the election.” 

Still Fighting Crump. 

Kefauver said the citizens’ com- 
mittee is still fighting Crump in 
Memphis. “Crump is no longer the 
master of Tennessee,” he said, 
“even if he continues to hold 
Memphis.” 

He said Tennessee's senior Sen- 
ator, K. D. McKellar, is still “very 
close” to Crump, in spite of 
Crump’s loss of power. McKellar 
has been touring the state recent- 
ly, Kefauver said, and probably 
will run again in 1952 when his 
term ends. 

In the question period following 
his address, Kefauver told the 
audience he was heartily in favor 
of a Missouri Valley Authority, be- 
cause “it doesn’t make sense to 
have six or seven agencies all op- 
erating on the same project.” 

He explained to another ques-| 
tioner a Senate resolution of.

HE recent history of the three Baltic states—Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania—is perhaps the best example available today of the 


meaning of the Soviet system 


It might be called the best be- 
cause the three Baltic republics, 
unlike the satellite states, repre- 
sent formerly independent coun- 


tries which were constituted full | 


members of the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics. These three 
small countries, with advancing 
Western

olution. 
The answer is important not 
only to the satellite states, which 
might conceivably be offered the

who would like to see it extend- 
ed to the entire world. 

First of all, the case of the Bal- 
tic states shows, contrary

voluntary. 
Marxism Disproved. 

The Baltic countries were Oc- 
cupied by Soviet troops in June 
1940 (less than a year after Vya- 
cheslav M. Molotov, then Foreign 
Minister. announced that the mili- 


tary pact just concluded with them | 


“in no way implies any interfer- 
ence on the port oi the Soviet 
Union in the affairs of Estonia, 
Latvia or Lithuania”), and their 
admission into the U.S.S.R. was 
effected during this occupation. 

The three countries were not 
given the opportunity of serving 
the Soviet Union as _ satellite 
states, Moscow insisted they be- 
come fully integrated members 
of the Soviet Union within two - 
months after they were occu- 
pied by the Red Army. 

This example of receiving the 
benefits of Soviet Union while 
occupied by foreign troops also 
served to disprove the doctrine 
of Marx. Lenin and Stalin that 
the overthrow of capitalism and

political and economic structure of 
the Baltic countries has been re- 
cast in the image of sister Soviet 
republics. 

Like other Soviet. republics 
whose sovereignty is guaranteed 
by the constitution, the Baltic 
states have been officially listed 
by Moscow as regions in which 
foreigners are not allowed to travel. 
Their citizens, like those of the 
other republics, are not permitted 
to marry foreigners or to travel 
abroad. They, too, have been cut 
off from the outside world. 

Instead of a confusing, multi- 
ple political party system with 
opposing candidates expressing 
contradictory views and an un- 
planned capitalist economic sys- 
tem, the Balt now has the advan- 
tages of the planned, monolithic 
state: A single party (Com- 
munist) with a single voice; a 
single list of candidates for 
political office which does not 
confuse him as to how he should 
vote: a single trade union 
organization which sees to it 
that he fulfills production norms 
fixed by the state; a collective 
farm system under which he 
produces much for the state 
and little for himself; a large, 
efficient police force, and a state 
press and radio which remind 
him daily that he is much better 
off than ever before when his 
country was independent. _ 

Since the three republics are 
largely agricultural, the principal 
problem was collectivization — 
Soviet style. The blueprint for col- 
lectivization, as carried out in the 
Baltic states, calls for the follow- 
ing: 

A Assurance that private 
property would remain intact 

(as the Estonian Minister of 
Agriculture announced in June 

1940). 

2. Nationalization of the land 
(the very next month). 

3. Land reform distribution of 
private plots to landless peasants 
to be held “in perpetual tenure.” 

4. Denial of rumors that the 
state would seize the redistrib- 
uted private land and force 
peasants into collective farms. 

5. Creation of conditions which 
oblige the peasant to surrender 
the private land he had been 
given “in perpetual tenure” and 
to throw it together with himself 
into state sponsored farms. 

Conditions for achieving the 
last and most important step can 

be created by imposing heavy 
quotas of products which the pri- 
vate farmer must deliver to the 
state at ruinous prices; levying 
crushing taxes and waging a po- 
lice-supported Communist party 
campaign to convince him that he 
would have fewer tregubles and 
would be better off if he joined 
the collective system, retaining 
only the small plot of land allowed 
to all collective farmers.

NCE again John L. Lewis has demonstrated his flair for drama. 
On Wednesday, by crdering his coal miners back to work—with- 
out a contract—Lewis stole some front-page space from the elec-

General Motors on Monday of a record-breaking dividend to common 


stockholders. 

Thus, Lewis paves the way for 
resumption of all-out industrial 
production. But only for a few 
weeks. He retains control of the 
business outlook. If he doesn’t 
wrest a contract from coal opera- 
tors by Dec. 1, presumably the 
miners will march out of the pits 
again. Presumably steel output, 
now rising, will fall sharply. 

The off-year election can be in- 
terpreted as a mild vote for in- 
flation. The Democratic victories 


suggest public support of Presi- 
dent Truman’s Fair Deal. Labor’s 
affiliation with the Democratic 
Party has been re-emphasized, and 
the Democratic Party seems now 
firmly fixed as the majority party 
in the United States. 


G.M.C. Completes Picture. 


That suggests further congres- 
sional legislation to widen Social 
Security, increase unemployment 
compensation, provide medical as- 
sistance, extend educational aid to 
the states, and to raise the in- 
come of workers. The “public 
welfare” clause in the Constitu- 
tion will be worked by the Demo- 
crats to the hilt. 


President Truman can now be 
expected to go all out for his goal 
of a $300,000,000,000 national in- 
come, as against the $225,000,000,- 
000 rate of today. That’s a jump 
of one-third. It implies a higher 
standard of living all along the 
line: More automobiles, more re- 
frigerators, more ° food, more 
amusement. 


The General Motors dividend 
fits nicely into this pattern, Ad- 
Alfred P. Sloan, chair- 
man, and Charles Erwin Wilson. 
president, attempted to play it soft 
by saying it “helps to correct an 
inequity” to shareholders, whose 
dividend receipts had not kept 
pace with the postwar rise in 
wages, prices, or the economy in 
general. Sloan and Wilson also 
went on to say that earnings dur- 
ing the first nine months were 
still “benefitting from a backlog 
of deferred demand.” 


The year-end dividend of $4.25 
brings the 1949 total to $8. which, 
after allowing for stock splitups, 
is the highest ever. (In 1948, the 
company paid $4.50, including a 
year-end payment of $2.) In ad- 
dition, G. M. C. paid off, out of 
cash on hand, $125,000,000 of long- 
term notes. Apparently, the com- 
pany does not need funds to con- 
tinue its postwar expansion pro- 
gram.

General Motors’ action may well 
set a pattern.

As the National City 
Bank points out in its November 
economic letter, United States cor- 
porations are in an exceptionally 
liquid position. Current assets ex- 
ceed current liabilities by 118 per 
cent, as compared with 105 per 
cent at the end of 1948 and 8&2 
per cent at the end of 1939, Cash 
and government securities alone 
amount to 69 per cent of current 
liabilities, as against 61 per cent 
at the end of 1948 and 43 per cent 
at the end of 1939. 


As long as companies are well- 
heeled with liquid assets and have 
no unusual expenses, such as cap- 
ital improvements, they can be 
expected to follow a combination 
of courses: (1) be more generous 
in paying dividends; (2) reduce 
prices; (3) increase wages. That, 
incidentally, happened during the 
’twenties, and a repetition is not 
improbable— especially if over-all 
business should expand, as Presi- 
dent Truman seems resolved it 
should. 

Meanwhile, a test of purchasing 


power, of willingness ‘to spend, is 
at hand. The ending of the steel 


and coal strikes should cause some 
pickup in retail business. How- 
ever, unusually warm weather, 
which dragged down department 
store sales last November, is a 
depressing influence again this 
year. 

In the week ended Nov. 5, de- 
partment store sales were 2 per 
cent below last year. Since prices 
are about 7 per cent lower than 
they were at this time last year, 
actual merchandise sold is greater 
than in 1949, 

Assuming that Lewis doesn’t 
pull his miners out again, Christ- 
mas sales ought to provide a clue 
to what’s ahead in 1950. If people 
are in a spending mood, it will be 
a good omen for fairly high levels 
of production and employment.

A tiny spark of hope begins to brighten when- 
ever Russia’s Mr. Vishinsky gets up to tell the 
United Nations that his country is ready to ac- 
cept international inspection of atomic energy 
plants. But the spark never becomes a flame. 
Mr. Vishinsky himself is always the fireman 
who douses it with a bucket full of vitiating 
qualifications. Very quickly, he always re-as- 
serts the point that the Soviet Union will not 
even discuss international ownership of such 
plants and the sources of the materials which 
they use. 

Perhaps it is good that the Russians and the 
other nations concerned keep on talking about 
controls. It may be that so long as there is 
talk, there is a chance that it may turn into 
fruitful talk. But Mr. Vishinsky’s latest UN 
speech is a clear warning that the Russians still 
are standing on their own notions of atomic en- 
ergy controls. And those have been overwhelm- 
ingly rejected by the UN. That body remains 
committed to what is in almost every detail the 
American Lilienthal-Acheson-Baruch plan. 


Obviously, there seems to be no early pros- 
pect of effective international control over the 
most destructive force yet .released by man. 
Frederick Osborn, deputy United States repre- 
sentative on the UN Atomic Energy Commission, 
himself has said: 

Large areas of the world are not willing 
to open up their borders sufficiently to al- 
low effective control in time of peace, and 
in the event of a prolonged war there are 
no means known by which nations could be, 
with certainty, prevented from using atomic 
weapons. 

Mr. Osborn is rather pessimistic even about 
international ownership and operation of atomic 
resources for peaceful purposes, an essential in- 
gredient of the American and the UN control 
plans. He fears that “the potential explosives 
would still be available to nations by seizure if 
the situation became desperate enough.” 

One great difficulty is that the Russians are 
opposed to such international ownership and 
operation even for other reasons than the pure- 
ly military. The idea simply does not fit into 
their economic philosophy under which their 
state must own everything. It is one of the 
grimly amusing paradoxes of history that the 
capitalistic .United States, devoted as it is to 
private owhership, can make greater concessions 
in this direction than a state which is supposed 
to be devoted to communal ownership. 

Mr. Osborn and a great many other men of 
intelligence and good will do believe, however, 
that effective control of atomic energy is tech- 
nically possible. The long discussions in the 
UN have demonstrated this. And what is now 
technically possible may eventually become po- 
litically possible. 

Whether the Russians will ever approach the 
problem in the same spirit as other nations— 
and if so, when—is a question which only sooth- 
savers will attempt to answer. But even a re- 
mote possibility of control and the need for 
such control are ample warrant for the contin- 
uation of efforts to achieve it. 

But all such efforts must be made with eves 
wide open.

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No Business in the Air 

The P-38 which crashed into an airliner near- 
ly two weeks ago, killing 55 persons, had no 
business being in the air above Washington. 
This is clear from testimony by Paul M. Aubin, 
president of the company which was selling the 
plane to Bolivia. 

Aubin told the Civil Aeronautics Board that 
as far as he knew, the P-38 had no CAA certifi- 
cate of air-worthiness. Permission had been 
granted to ferry the plane from Ohio to Wash- 
ington, but there. was no permission to make 
flights over the National Airport. 

Actually Aubin didn’t care very much wheth- 
er the P-38 had the safety certificate or not. 
He contended the plane had already been sold 
to Bolivian Government officials and safety was 
their concern. The Bolivians deny this, so the 
point remains in doubt. But it was not much 
of a point. 

Aubin finally conceded that he was reluctant 
for the P-38 to take off for test flights. And 
why? Not because it might be dangerous. Sim- 
ply because Bolivia had made only a $1000 down 
payment on the plane, and Aubin didn’t wish to 
risk his company’s investment in it. 

Before the fighter-type aircraft collided with 
the airliner, the seller obviously felt that he 
had a major claim on the P-38. After the col- 
lision, though, he contended that Bolivia was 
the technical owner. This contention is meant 
to escape any liability for damages growing out 
of the collision. 

If Mr. Aubin had shown anywhere near as 
much interest in air safety as in the commercial 
aspect of the P-38 deal, that plane would not 
have been in the air at all. 3 
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Worth Anybody’s Time 


St. Louisans who want to swell with a little 
justifiable civic pride can hardly find a better 
place for it these days and evenings than Kiel 
Auditorium. There the St. Louis week show is 
going on, from 2 to 10 p.m. through Saturday. 
All of it is free and all of it is entertaining and 
instructive. 

The chief work of this year’s show is the ex- 
hibit of the city’s housing plans which has been 
arranged by Mayor Darst, the St. Louis Housing 
Authority and the City Plan Commission. The 
exhibit is inclosed like an enormous black box 
and uses a labyrinthine device, with flowers, 
dramatic lighting and music, to achieve its 
effect. -

KEEP AWAY.” From here it is but a step or 
two to a model of the pending housing project, 
done in gray, green and rust, and a lifesize ex- 
hibit of one of the three-room apartments it 
will contain. 

We salute the St. Louis Week exhibit in its 
fourth year, and wish every St. Louisan may see 
it, and every visitor within our gates. 
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Let’s Study Soil in School 


Soil conservation should indeed be part of 
the curriculum of rural public schools, as Miss 
Ellen Hartnett of the Iowa State College sug- 
gests. It would best be taught as a phase of 
geography or some other subject now in the 
curriculum, she suggested in an address to * 
Soil Conservation Society of America, at i 
meeting in St. Louis. 

Such a treatment would emphasize the fact 
that soil eonservation is not a thing apart, but 
is inseparable from the welfare of our daily 
lives, and from the welfare of the land that 
makes life possible. 

This enlightened approach to the subject is 
already being uged to some extent in St. Louis: 
Conservation is taught in some of the science 
courses in grammar school, and reaches all the 
pupils. In the high schools it is taught in physi- 
cal geography and the course in American prob- 
lems, but both these are elective courses, so not 
every high school student gets some work in 
conservation. It is conceded that more em- 
phasis can profitably be put on conservation in 
the high schools. 

What does it mean to St. Louisans that the 
present developers of the Missouri Valley, “the 
fake MVA,” are trying to subordinate soil, for- 
est and water conservation to their own arbi- 
trary interests? It means a big part of St. 
Louisans’ future—how well off they are, and 
how well off their country is. 

Soil erosion in Brazil means something to 
every St. Louisan every time he buys a pound 
of coffee. William Vogt, author of the best- 
seller about conservation, “Road to Survival,” 
has just returned from a trip to Brazil, and he 
says it is no wonder there is talk of coffee going 
to $1 a pound. Where formerly the coffee trees 
stood a few feet apart, he says, there now is 
nothing but eroded land for acre after acre. 

That is the kind of teaching of conservation 


the public school pupil needs—the kind that 
cuts through the artificialities and makes him 


see that it is his own personal problem: the 
kind that takes long-run results and shows they 
are applicable to this very day. 

In our complex society knowledge of the con- 
servation of natural resources is necessary to 
enable the individual to do his part in 
conserving. 

In addition, to a greater extent than ever be- 
fore, and to an increasing extent, knowledge of 
conservation is necessary to enable him to be a 
good citizen. For it isn’t enough to practice 
conservation. It’s imperative also to go to the 
ballot box and vote for candidates who believe 
in and practice it, too. 
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A Big Idea 


An important highway meeting is in session 
in St. Louis. This is the assembly of federal 
public and park officials with members of the 
civic commission who are planning a Mississippi 
river parkway and highway. The meeting is un- 
der authorization of the Eighty-first Congress, 
which wisely brought the National Park Service 
into the project. 


The idea is to build a parkway and highway 
along the nation’s greatest river, from its head- 
waters in Minnesota to the Gulf of Mexico. It 
is an idea that is big in imagination as well as 
in geography. Obviously, it is visionary since 
it takes a long look into the future. Construc- 
tion of such a road is not urgent in that it must 
be started tomorrow. But it is something: to 
plan carefully, to work out as to locations and 
routes and acquisitions. Once it is soundly 
planned, separate sections could be built for local 
traffic until linked up in the continental plan. 


The parkway aspect of the project is as im- 
portant as the highway itself. The West has 
thousands of acres of public playground to each 
acre in this part of the country. A belt of park- 
way, affording scenic views of the Mississippi, 
from first one side of the river and then the 
other, would become a long, slender playground 
for millions of Americans. We wish these plan- 
ners a good session. They have a project that 
breathes faith in the future of this country. 


Police Escorts Through Normandy 

If St. Louis police escorts race through Nor- 
mandy at 60 miles an hour, as Marshal Heubach 
says they do, they are a menace to life and limb. 
It doesn’t matter whether the marshal’s com- 
plaint springs from a feud between his deputy 
and the St. Louis police, as a clerk in the St. 
Louis traffic bureau says, or whether it doesn’t. 
Any car, police or otherwise, traveling 60 miles 
an hour through Normandy, is likely to maim 
or kill someone.

Most men are either retired or begin to take 
it pretty easy when they pass the Psalmist’s 
three-score and ten.

Though he is 73, the director of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service has just 
come through one of the hardest and busiest 
periods in the history of labor. 

The coal and steel negotiations occupied most 
of two months. The settlements now being ac- 
cepted have been a night and day job. The 
big New Englander not only sat in on the pro- 
ceedings where he made many helpful sugges- 
tions, but worked early and late to keep the two 
sides in conference. He himself was never ready 
to quit. He was always eager to resume at the 
earliest possible time. 

Mr. Ching knew fully the seriousness of these 
stoppages in vital industries. Yet he hoped to 
end them without resort to the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Though Republican in politics, on that he saw 
eye to eye with President Truman. Now he has 
the satisfaction of knowing that agreement was 
brought about without government compulsion. 
The steel and coal operators and their workers 
—and the American people—owe a generous 
round of applause to Cyrus Ching.

While North Dakota’s Governor says the people don’t want an 
MVA, a newspaper in the state took a poll and got an overwhelm- 
ingly opposite impression; asks when this official is going to quit 
being a tool for the Army Engineers and Reclamation Bureau.

The Bismarck Leader is co-operatively 
owned and it is the official newspaper of 
the Nonpartisan League of North Dakota. 


The final results of The Leader’s poll 
on the Missouri Valley Authority question 
are now tabuiated. We have received more 
than 700 votes, from.all parts of the state 
and from several surrounding states. One 
vote came from as 
2ar away as Indiana 
—and it was a vote 
for MVA, by the way. 

During the first 
days of the poll, it 
appeared that MVA 
supporters were lead- 
ing by three or four 
to one. But as the 
ballots began to come 
in in larger numbers, 
we found that the 
percentage favoring 
MVA was growing 
greater and greater. 
In fact,the final re- 
sults are so far in ex- 
cess of what we thought the MVA majority 
would be, that we hesitate to publish them. 

But here they are, and we hope the Pick- 
Sloan supporters like them: 


Of a total of 731 votes, 710 were for MVA 
and 20 were against MVA. One voter sent 
a ballot without remembering to vote, so 
we have discarded that one. Several wrote 
that there were five or three or six in the 
family who wanted to vote one way or 
another. These ballots are counted as only 
a single vote—in order to be absolutely 
fair. 


But even so, the majority for a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority is so overwhelm- 
ing that there can’t be any question about 
how the people feel. We expected a pro- 
MVA vote of three or four to one: instead 
the vote of Leader readers ran about 35 
to one in favor of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority. 


We don’t know whether that is a fair 
cross-section of the state’s opinion or not. 
We confess that we were surprised our- 
selves at the result of the poll. We wish 
some other newspaper in the state would 
conduct a similar poll and make their re- 
sults known as we have done. 


Maybe The Leader's poll 7S an accurate 
cross-section of the people’s thinking. We 
have no way of knowing for certain. We 
are keeping in mind Dr. Gallup's experi- 
ence in the last presidential election and 
are making wo claims te complete ac- 
curacy. All. we are doing is reporting the 
results of our questionnaire. It can’t be

very far off—for, as we told you, we re- 
ceived replies from every county in the 
state. 

Elsewhere in this edition of The Leader 
we are printing some of the comments sent 
in along with the ballots. We are using 
only the initials of the writers, as we 
promised in our original ballot that the 
vote would be secret. We think, however, 
that these remarks made by our readers 
will interest the public. 

In conclusion, we repeat that polls can 
be wrong by a few per cent, as in the 
last election. But they cant be wrong 
when the vote runs 35 to 1 on a specific 
issue. 

Gov. Aandah! and the other opponents of 
MVA can’t squirm out of this straw vote 
result. It shows positively and beyond 
doubt that the majority of North Dako- 
tans favor MVA. No poll could be wrong 
that shows such a huge difference be- 
tween the pros and the cons. 

In other words, Gov. Aandah! and the 
other tools of the Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau ought to admit 
that they are wrong. They ought to quit 
shooting off their mouths with ignorant 
statements saying “the people don’t want 
MVA.” We have just polled quite a few 
of the people, and we're willing to take 
the people’s word for what they think and 
what they want. 

Aandah! gets his opinions from the Fargo 
Chamber of Commerce as to what “the 
people want.” We don’t think that’s half 
as accurate a poll as our own. 

The people have shown that they do want 
an MVA. Whether The Leader’s figures 
are precise or not makes no difference. 
They are still so strongly in favor of MVA 
that a few per cent one way or another 
wouldn’t alter the fact of the people’s ap- 
proval. 

There remain only these questions: Will 
Aandah! perform his duty as Governor and 
help the people get what they want? Will 
he fulfill his duty as chief executive by 
trying to represent the people’s wishes 
honestly? Or will he continue to support 
the interests of the greedy minority against 
the wishes of the people he is supposed 
to represent?

Time for a Verbal Housecleaning 
From the New York Times 


The publishers of dictionaries are given 
to boasting how many words their compila- 
tions contain. It makes no difference if a 
word is obsolete or if it is a curiosity, like 
“succussion,” “smeddum,” or “succeda- 
neum.” In it goes. It is sad to record that 
the scientists have contributed more than a 
mite to the verbal Mt. Everest. 

The medicos have probably done the 
most to overload the language with useless 
words. For this reason the editorg of the 
new edition of Gould’s medical dictionary 
have departed from the standard practice 
of piling up words and have suppressed 
monstrosities. To drive home the absurdi- 
ty of which medical nomenclature is capa- 
ble, Dr.. Normand L. Hoerr, one of the sen- 
sible editors of the new Gould, posted on 
the bulletin board of a Cleveland hospital 
a notice that read: “Amygdalectomy today 
in the main operating room, 11 A. M.” 


What was an amygdalectomy? Nobody . 


knew. Nurses and doctors gathered to wit- 
ness the rare operation. It turned out that 
no more than the removal of infected ton- 
sils was involved. 

If “amygdalectomy” is wiped out of the 
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new Gould so are a score and more of ex- 
tinct verbal dodos. Even a well-educated 
layman would surmise that “aerogastro- 
colia” has something to do with belching, 
but no physician uses the term. Out goes 
the word. So with “angiorrhea,” which 
means no more than the oozing of blood 
from an injured vessel. Anything that 
lessens thirst is an “antidipticum.” Plain 
water ought to fetch drugstore prices with 
a name Jike that. _. 

It is well that. physicians have forgotten 
these residuals of a time when ignorance 
was concealed by high-sounding terminol- 
ogy. Doctors now talk shamelessly of a 
“big gut” and a “small gut,” so that every- 
body ws what they mean. They might 
go further and stop fooling and alarming 
the public by throwing about such terms as 
“dermatitis,” a generic term for any inflam- 
mation of the skin, and “nephritis,” which 
means that something unknown is wrong 
with the kidneys. ' 

Such words clutter up the language and 
serve no highly useful scientific purpose. 
The editors of the new Gould deserve 
thanks for their housecleaning.

Gentle Lady Jane Grey 


THE LILY AND THE LEOPARDS, by Alice Harwood. 

(Bobbs-Merrill, 508 pgs., $3.50.) 

In his introduction to the popular “High 
Towers,” Thomas B. Costain explains that 
all the characters except the members of 
the DeMoyne family are invented, that 
none of the events in the story are known 
to have happened as they are related. This 
is the customary method of writing his- 
torical fiction. The story is historical only 
in the sense that it is supposed to take 
place in some distant time and place, at 
least long enough ago that it is beyond 
the memory of the author. 


It is true that not many scenes in “The 
Lady and the Leopards,” a fictional biog- 
raphy of Lady Jane Grey, are preserved 
in contemporary records, and not every 
motive ascribed to her characters can be 
authentically documented. Yet it is fair, 
and important, to note that Miss Harwood 
never deviates from historical reconstruc- 
tion into fancy, sentimentality or falsifi- 
cation. 


In thus rejecting the standard formula, 
recipe for so many permanent and imper- 
manent successes, Miss Harwood has not 
quite moved out of the field of fiction into 
the field of biography. She has accepted 
the boundaries of recorded history as the 
boundaries of her story and has limited 
herself to inventing the scenes and de- 
ducing the motives which could have pro- 
duced the recorded events. Yet within 
these limits she has found ample room 
for the story-teller’s art, the artist’s inter- 
pretive creation. 


The result is solidly satisfying, not just 
as bringing to life a fascinating and cru- 
cial twenty years of: English history, but 
as a novel, too. In the midst of the 
tempestuous, scheming, bigoted, selfish. 
cruel, ignorant, ambitious court circles of 
Henry VIII and Edward VI, Lady Jane 
glows with sweetness and light. To learn, 
to love, and to live are all she asks, and 
for all three privileges she fights with a 
meek but unyielding stubbornness. And 
the reader, knowing the outcome, watches 
with pity and despair her fateful, gentle 
progress to treason and the block.

DR.C.W. WELCH DIES: 
PRESBTERAN LEADER 


Former Moderator of North- 
ern Church Served in 
Ministry 40 Years. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 4 
(AP)—Dr. Charles W. Welch, re- 
tired minister and former modera-. 
tor of the Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A., died in a hospital here 
yesterday. He was 71 years old. 

Dr. Welch, in retirement since 
1945, served 40 years in the min- 
istry after first doing woolen mill 
and raijroad work. He had been 
partly paralyzed since he suffered 
a stroke Sept. 2 in Michigan. 

Funeral services will be held 
tomorrow afternoon at the Fourth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church here, 
which he served as pastor for 29 
years. 

Dr. Welch devoted much of his 
life’s work to the promotion of 
better relations between whites 
and Negroes and between Gentiles 
and Jews. He was a strong ad- 
vocate of merging the northern 
and southern branches of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

He was born in White county, 
Tennessee, and early in his life 
lived on a farm near Franklin, 
Ky. He helped work his way 
through the Presbyterian Theo- 
logical Seminary in Chicago by 
reporting for the Chicago Tribune: 

While serving as pastor of the 
Park Avenue Presbyterian Church 
in New York City, he wrote for 
the New York Herald Tribune. 

Dr. Welch in 1935 was recipient 
of a medallion from the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky that named him 
the “most wseful citizen in the 
commonwealth.”

Kweiyang Reported Afire. 

The private sources said Kwel-, 
yang was afire, apparently set by 
retreating Nationalists, when the 
Reds began entering. Earlier, Na- 
tionalist officials in this capital 
had denied loss of Kweiyang, but 
telegrams to that point were being 
refused. 

The Nationalists conceded loss 
of Chienchiang, important high- 
way junction 130 miles east of 
Chungking. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek | 
flew to Chungking from Formosa | 
during the day to confer on the | 
war situation. It was Chiang’s 
first visit since the capital was 
re-established here on Oct. 15. An- 
other capital must be chosen in 
the event Chungking becomes un- 
tenable. The city was China’s cap- 
ital during World War I. 

Chiang Sees Premier. 

A small group of notables greet- 
ed Chiang on his arrival. Chiang 
drove to his wartime presidential 
villa and received Premier Yan 
Hsi-shan.

to achieve social responsibility. 

The fact that the United States 
is spending six billion dollars on 
Marshall plan aid to Europe in 
the name of democracy is a sound 
argument for federal aid to 
schools, John Bracken, president

School Administrators, said at last 
night’s opening session. 

Bracken, who is Clayton Super- 
intendent of Schools, said op- 
ponents of federal aid to schools 
argue such aid would result in 
corruption of the school system. 

“If money spent for the Mar- 
shall plan helps democracy, why 
should money diverted to schools 
have the opposite effect?” he 
asked. “Operation of school boards 
is one of thé most important 
phases of democracy. These boards 
influence the lives of our children 
more than any group in the 
country.” 

Bracken ppinted out that schools 
receive only a small portion of tax 
funds. The per capita tax in 1947 
was $344, he said. Of this the 
Federal Government received $257, 
the states $46 and local govern- 
ments, $41. School funds were 
paid out of local government taxes. 

As a result, educators are among 
the most poorly paid groups, he 
said, there being only three school 
superintendents in the _ entire 
United States receiving $25,000 a 
year. 

Today’s program consisted of 
discussion groups. Henry Toy Jr., 


executive secretary of the National 
Citizens’ Commission for Public 
Schools, will speak at a banquet 
at 6:15 o’clock tonight. 


POPE CONDEMNS 
COMMUNISM FOR 
ITS ‘FALSE LAWS’ 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, 
Nov. 14 (UP)—Pope Pius charged 
today that Communism and other 
forms of totalitarianism were 
based on “false Jaws” Which mas- 
querade disorder, tyranny, slavery 
and crime as patriotic virtues. 

The Pope told the sacred Roman 
Rota, the Catholic Church’s high- 
est court, that a conflict between 
true law—the law of God—and 
false laws had brought the ad- 
ministration of justice to a crisis 
in some places. 

“We do not intend, certainly, to 
excuse, the truly guilty,” the Pope 
said. “But the major responsibil- 
ity falls on the prophets, or on 
the supporters, on the creators, of 
a culture, of a power of thé state, 
of legislation Which does not rec- 
ognize God and His sovereign 
rights. 

“Everywhere these prophets 
were and still are at work. The 
true juridical thought must rise 
and be restored.” 

A Vatican source said the Pope's 
statement supplemented the one 
last week in which he told Catho- 
lic jurists they should not apply 
unjust laws or take action which 
would amount to approval of such 
laws.

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Her Experiences With Chinese Reds [or te recor 
Seventh-Day Adventist Told Soldiers to Behave, and They Did

F there is one thing Miss 

Muriel Howe simply will not 

tolerate it’s smoking in the 
house and spitting on the floor. So 
when 40-odd heavily armed sol- 
diers barged into her residence 
one morning last spring and in- 
dulged in these practices she 
straightened up to her full five 
feet and no inches and told them 
to behave, They did. 

The incident is worth noting 
because her parlor at the time 
Was several hundred miles behind 
enemy lines in China and the mis- 
behaving soldiers were confident 
members of the conquering Com- 
munist armies. 

Arriving unannounced and with- 
out so much as a knock at the 
door, the soldiers and about’ 20 
of their girl friends stayed for 
four hours. They spent most of 
the time in the kitchen, staring 
in spellbound fascination as Miss 
Howe prepared dinner. The me- 
chanics of the oven perplexed 
them and the flour sifter made a 
solid hit. Nothing like it had ever 
been seen by the sons of south- 
west Yunnan province. 

A former mandolin teacher from 
New Castle, New South Wales, 
Australia, Miss Howe has spent 
most of the last 15 years nursing 
and running hospitals for Seventh 
Day Adventist missionaries in 
China. Her recent escapades be- 
hind the new “bamboo curtain” 
in the Far East were the result 
of a perilous rescue mission to 
bring back to civilization a sick 
American trapped by the rapid 
Communist advance. 

Cautious caravan managers re- 
fused to risk their mules for the 


journey, so Miss Howe and her 


party of four walked for 10 days 
across mountains up to 12,000 feet 
high. She related her adventures 
here while visiting the annual 
autumn council of the General 
Conference of Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists which is being held 
through Wednesday at Central 
Seventh Day Adventist Church. 
Refreshingly, Miss Howe is one 
old China hand who has no in- 
tensions of summarizing her im- 
pressions in a compact 550-page 
volume entitled “Behind the Bam- 
boo Curtain” or something equally 
sinister. However, she doesn't 
mind telling you the story of Mr. 
Christiansen’s sadio. If it hadn't 
been for the old dilapidated table 
model the diminutive missionary 
might still be cooling her heels 
just north of the Burma border. 
Mr. Christiansen was the man 
in Mokiang whose wife needed

Miss Howe, who thumbed her 
way to China at the age of 26, 
received all her nursing .training 
together with native girls and 
wound up directing a 106-bed hos- 
pital and nursing school in Chung- 
king, is on a year’s sabbatical 
leave in America now. She’s sure 
she'l!' be going back where she 
came from. Her denomination’s 
hospitals are slowly being squeezed 
out of Red-held territory (they are 
simply asked to pay higher taxes, 
lower all feas and raise some sal- 
aries), but she tugs resolutely at 
her black suit and announces with 
all the determination of a field 
marshal: “Chungking hasn't fallen 
yet.” 


Take My 
Word for It

Pronunciation Clinic. 


ORTENTOUS means, “omi- 
Prous: of the nature of a por- 

tent.” Not “pore-TEN-shuss” or 
“pore-TEN-choo-uss.” Note that 
the third syllable is -tous. Better 
say: pore-TEN-tuss. 

Quebec, province in Canada, and 
the capital of the province: kwi- 
BECK. French Canadians spell 
Quebec with the acute accent over 
the first “e,” and pronounce it: 
kay-BECK. The origin of Quebec 
is uncertain. One theory is that 
it is a French spelling of an Al- 
gonquin word for strait or sudden 
narrowing. 

Another theory is that when 
Jacques Cartier discovefed the 
city, one of his sailors exclaimed 
as they sailed around the hold 
headland, “Quel bec!” (What a 
beak!) 

The word posthumous is widely 
mispronounced “post-HEW-muss.” 
Posthumous is a book word that 
seldom octurs in conversation. It 
is, therefore; far more likely to be 
mispronounced than a familiar 
word. Posthumous is accented on 
the first syllable, which has the 
short “o” sound as in possible, 
thus: POSS-choo-muss. 

Quinine. Even the dictionaries 
cannot agree on the pronunciation 
of this word. Consulting several 
published in America discloses 
these pronunciations: KWY-nyne; 
kwi-NEEN;: KWIN-in; kwi- 
NYNE; kin-EEN. 

However, KWY-nyne (long “i” 
in both syllables) prevails in 
Americah usage. This column 
strongly recommends it. 

A Southern senator pronounces 
the word realization as “ree-Al- 
i-ZAYshun.” There is no sanction 
for the accent on the second syl- 
lable. The correct prounciation is: 
REE-uwh-li-ZAYshun. Also watch 
the word realize. Not “REE-lize.” 
Give the word three syllables, 
thus: REE-ub-lize. 

Receipt and recipe are both 
from the Latin recipre, “to draw 
back; take in; receive.” Until re- 
cent years receipt was commonly 
used in the meaning of a “fer- 
mula for preparing a dish in cook- 
ery,” as, a receipt for a cake. 
Such usage rarely occurs now- 
adays, the word recipe being used 
instead.

My Day

N ‘Armistice day last Friday, 
() as I ‘sat in Committee Three 
and heard representatives of 
several countries saying none too 
kind things to each other, I could 
not help wondering whether Ar- 
mistice day meant a great deal 
to any of us. It is a day that 
should give us many~ sobering 
thoughts. As we pay tribute to the 
men who gave up their lives in the 
First World War, we should re- 
dedicate ourselves to the ideals of 
peace. 

True, our committee delegate 
from the Ukraine said he recog- 
nized that the people of the United 
States did not want War any more 
than did the people of any other 
country. He proceeded, however, 
to say that our government did 
want war, that there were ele- 
ments of our press inciting to war 
and that groups of industrialists 
who had made large sums of 
money out of the last war were 
working feverishly to bring about 
the next one.

I HOPE I AM RIGHT in believ- 
ing that not even the greediest of 
men in this country really want 
war. There are a few, I think, who 
have become so frightened by Rus- 
sia’s power that they believe war 
is inevitable. But I think these 
are few in number, and even they 
believe that Russia will be the 
aggressor. 

The Ukrainian delegate on Fri- 
day cited the fact that we had 
encircled Russia with military 
bases—and for what reason, he 
suggested, except to attack her. 
Our budget for war and our pro- 
duction of war materials constant- 
ly go up, he claimed. Yet the 
U.S.S.R. delegates do not seem to 
realize that they themselves have 
caused some of our people to be 
fearful that their intentions are 
not really peaceful. 

It is true, of course, that our 
government — particularly the de- 
fense branch— must. give some 
thought to the possibilities of at- 
tack upon this country, devising 
and carrying out plans which they 
believe necessary for our defense 
in case of attack. Naturally, de- 
fensive military bases, if war 
should come, would also be good 
for waging war. Yet I doubt 
whether the people of this nation 
could be persuaded to think of 
ageressive action. 


THAT IS THE GREAT safe- 
guard of a democratic form of 
government. Even should the most 
powerful elements want to go to 
war, they would still have,to per- 
suade the people that it was essen- 
tial to do so, for the people in a 
democracy rule their government. 
This is not so in a totalitarian 
country, of course, and that is 


probably why the Soviet represen- 


tatives are so afraid of aggressive » 


action on our part. They cannot 

conceive of a government which 

is really controlled by its people.

NEWS OF A RECENT Supreme 
Court ruling has pleased me more 
than anything I have read in a 
long time, since ft seemed a step 
forward in the field of conserva- 
tion. The ruling, by upholding the 
power of the state of Washington 
to compel persons engaged in com- 
mercial logging operations to re- 
forest cut-over areas, reaffirmed 
the concept that man is the trus- 
tee of the land for the general 
welfare. 

Announcement of this decision 
was made by Fairfield Osborn at 
the annual meeting of the Soil 
Conservation Society of America, 
and strangely enough on the very 
same day I received from him the 
report of the Conservation Foun- 
dation, published July 1, 1949. This 
corporation was formed to “pro- 
mote conservation of the earth’s 
life-supporting resources, animal 
life, forests and other plant life, 
water resources and productive 
soil,” and its report should be read 
by every American citizen, for it 
deals with subjects of vital im- 
portance to our ultimate survival.

That Man Lewis 


He Sets

CHAPTER 8. 


OHN L. LEWIS, now openly 
out to “get” Philip Murray, de- 
cided to strike in a realm 
where he was supreme—the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America. 
In that union, no one challenged 
Lewis, no one accepted any other 
leader; he was the king. 


True, Murray was still vice pres- 
ident of the UMW at a salary of 
$18,000 a year, but his light com- 
pared to Lewis’s was as that of a 
candle next to the sun. He barely 
made a glimmer in the wunion’s 
arena. 


Since the October meeting with 
Murray in Atlantic City, Lewis 
had been through a _ successful 
strike against the captive coal 
mines, a disastrous defeat in an 
attempt to unite the CIO and AFL 
and a ludicrous campaign to or- 
ganize the dairy farmers. In all 
of these undertakings, he felt that 
he had been deserted and betrayed 
by the leaders of the CIO. 


Because the over-a]]) drive 
against Lewis was synonymous 
with the drive for Murray, it was 
natural that Lewis should choose 
Murray as his personal target. 

First he played a war of nerves. 
When Murray walked into the 
UMW building he found the silent 
hostility suffocating. Everyone 
knew the break had come and 
Murray would soon be a past 
memory in the organization. He 
Was shunned as a traitor, Those 
who still liked him were panicked 
with the fear that fraternization 
would be interpreted as support. 

Weeks passed and still Lewis 
did not strike. He was waiting 
and making absolutely certain 
that this time Murray would not 
escape. The cat-and-mouse game 
steadily stripped the none-too- 
strong nerves of Murray. 


In late April of 1942 Lewis 
called a meeting of the UMW’s 
international policy board for May 
25. He stated no official purpose 
of the session. Lewis wryly com- 
mented, “Let Murray’s conscience 
tell him what the agenda will be.” 


It so happened that on May 22 
Murray was elected president of 
the United Steel Workers, which 
he had organized during the boom- 
ing days of the CIO. With an 
annual salary of $20,000, he was 
prepared, at least financially, for 
his showdown with Lewis. 

Three days later, members of 
the UMW policy committee 
trooped into the basement audi- 
torium of their building, followed 
by a determined Lewis and a shak- 
ing Murray. 

Adorned as it is with pictures, 
scrolls, testaments and personal 
trophies of Lewis, that room is 
the cathedral for Lewis’s worship- 
pers. There he is god. In this 
Sacrosanct atmosphere, Murray 
spoke fearfully and pleadingly: 

“I understand that strained re- 
lationships have developed, for 
which I accept absolutely and pos- 
itively no responsibility. 

“I should like it to be known 
that insofar as I am individually 
concerned—and I have said this 
repeatedly—that within this union 
or any other union I have never 
had political aspirations. I do not 
now and never have had. I have 
loyally supported the president of 
this international union from the 
day I was a boy and I should like 
to be privileged to do so as long 
as I live.” 

On the second day, Lewis 
excoriated Murray for his lack of 
support when Lewis tried to unite 
the CIO and AFL. He charged 
that Murray had called him “a 
Jap.” 

Murray scrambled to his feet. 
Bellows of rage from the delegates 
changed into a barrage of boos 
interspersed with cries to Murray 
to sit down and shut up while 
Lewis talked. Murray was near 
collapse. The spectacle of all his 
Old friends shouting their hatred 
and telling him, who for 23 years 
had been second-ranking official 
of the union, to sit down and shut 
up was just too much. 

Pale and _ shaking, 
screamed: 

“You big, bold, brave, coura- 
geous men. I will sit down. But

“As an American,” he said, “I 
have always regarded Mr. Lewis 
as without a peer in the realm of 
America.” .

URRAY, realizing that the 
M anger against him Was now 
changing to pity and con- 
tempt, quit groveling apologetically 
and began to speak with some 
firmness. 

“President Lewis refers to me 
as his former friend. I regret it. 
However, if that is what he 
chooses, that is what it must be; 
I cannot help it. As far as I am 
concerned, I am not anxious to 
break a friendship that has lasted 
ea lifetime. | 

“T have had 17 months of this 
work. I was thrust into this job 
against my will, thrust into it at 
a time when a doctor was order- 
ing me to a hospital—and John 
Lewis knows that. No man knows 
it better than he does. 

“T pleaded for 10 days not to 
take the damned job, to leave me 
alone in my own sphere to con- 
tinue my own work. I think any 
man who is acquainted with the 
facts knows that to be the truth. 


“But I went ahead and did this 
work as best I knew how. Per- 
haps it has not met with the ap- 
proval of my own union. If that 
is the case, it is regrettable, be- 
cause I cannot help it. I have

given my union the best that is 
in me. I can give it no more, 

“I have given the president of 
this organization, yes, almost my 
life in the field of loyalty, and the 
world knows that, and so does 
John Lewis.” 

On the third day of the meet- 
ing, full charges were to be pre- 
ferred against Murray. 

After an evening’s conference 
with President Roosevelt, a newly- 
starched Murray appeared for the 
session, but he was soon limp from 
a dousing by Lewis. 

As an official of the UMW be- 
gan to read the indictment, Mur- 
ray leaped to the floor and de- 
manded to be heard. He explained: 
that as president of the CIO he 
had to attend two very important 
meetings relating to the national 
welfare and did not have long to 
Stay at the UMW session. 

Lewis was irritated. He pointed 
out that “events have been piling 
up over a long period of time” and 
that consideration of them by the 
UMW had been “long deferred.” 

“Vice President Murray, to my 
knowledge, has made at least 
seven speeches attacking the 
UMW and its officers over a period 
of months,” he said, “and this is 
the first time that we have had an 
opportunity to discuss it our- 
selves.’” 

Lewis gave Murray permission 
to leave if he did not care to learn 
the facts. Murray belligerently 
retorted that if there were any 
charges to be brought against 
him they should be brought before 
the executive board of the CIO. 

Lewis quietly replied, “You are 
vice president of the United Mine 
Workers of America.” 

Murray said, “I understand that, 
sir, and I am also president of 
the CIO.” 

After a series of sharp clashes, 
Lewis completely demolished Mur- 
ray’s arguments that it was with- 
in the CIO’s jurisdictiqn to hear 
the grievances. Murray had over- 
looked the basic fact that the pur- 
pose of the UMW meeting was to 
oust him as an official of that 
union.

Dry Air in the Howe 


E CAN always tell when the 
W ais in a house is too dry be- 
cause our throat begins to feel 
as if we had swallowed some sand. 
Other people have the feeling that 
the inside of their nose is shrink- 
ing. In any case, dry air is not 
only uncomfortable but it’s un- 
healthy 
If you happen to have a lot of 
money you can tuy all sorts of 
equipment to regulate the water 
content of the air in your house. 


As we don’t have any money we 


are looking for something just | 


a little cheaper. 


Those pans filled with water that 
hang on radiators don’t do much 
towards keeping the air moist be- 
cause the water in the pan never 
gets hot enough to do much evap- 
orating. A more efficient type hu- 
midifier consists of two pans filled 


’ with water with a strip of fabric 


between them. This is hung on 
the sides of the radiator. The 
fabric draws moisture out of the 
pan and this is quickly evaporated 
by the heat from the radiator. 


Sticking pieces of blotting paper 
upright in radiator pans so that 
air currents can get to the moist 
paper is also effective. 


For warm air heating equip- 
ment you have to rig something 
to the furnace itself. There are 
pans made for this purpose and 
the main thing to remember is to 
keep them filled with water.

“Now you are leaving this coal 
mine, according to your own 
words, and going over to another 
mine and another company to 
work for them,” Lewis said. “Do 
you expect to hold a job in both 
places?” 

“John, you have held jobs in a 
lot of places,” Murray answered. 

Lewis cut him short: “Not paid 
jobs.”

FTER Lewis had explained 
A trae it was not a personal mat- 
ter but merely a business 
proposition in accordance with the 
union’s constitution, Murray asked 
to be excused. 
“You may if you wish to go, 
sir,” Lewis said. 
Murray answered: 
“I do not wish to go, I cannot 
help it.” 
With withering sarcasm, Lewis 
replied: 
“Very well, if you don’t wish to 
g0, you may go.” 


Then it seemed that the long 
years of friendship momentarily 
welled up in Lewis—he gave Mur- 
ray a warm pat on the back, Mur- 
ray stumbled up the stairs, out of 
the union which had been his life 
since he was old enough to raise 
a pick. The only name in the 
UMW was John L, Lewis. 

Formal charges were aban- 
doned. Lewis, invoking the consti- 
tutional power of removing offi- 
cials for “just and _ sufficient” 
cause, summarily removed Murray 
as vice president of the UMW. 
Another enemy was disposed of. 

Murray’s statements throughout 
the long controversy repeatedly 
expressed his drives, fears, hos- 
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tility and feeling of insecurity. 
He frequently attempted to ex- 
plain his emotional conflicts with 
analogies which pictured him in a 
role similar to that of Christ being 
betrayed. 

Later, at the 1942 CIO conven- 
tion in Boston, Murray said dur- 
ing an address, “I told John L. 
Lewis in the wing of the stage 
in Atlantic City that in all likeli- 
hood he would make me go 
through my Garden of Geth- 
semane. I felt that he would. I 
believed that he would, I knew 
that he would... .” : 

(Murray’s reference was to the 


1949 CIO convention in Atlantic. 


City where Lewis put Murray into 
the CIO presidency.) 
x* *« & 


URRAY consistently adopted 

the position of being betrayed. 

This pattern again is mani- 
fest in his “holy war” against all 
left-wing unions in the CIO. 

It is also psychologically illumi- 
nating to note Murray’s repeated 
references to his manhood and in- 
dependence, particularly in break- 
ing away from Lewis. This 
reaction reflects Murray’s eman- 
cipation from a quarter-century of 
complete domination by Lewis. 

For 25 years Murray’s life grew 
out of and was utterly dependent 
upon the power of Lewis. Through 
these years he lived in a gloom 
darker than the coal pits—the 
gloom of the deep black shadow 
of John L. Lewis. 

He was a product of Lewis’s 
creation and was beholden to him, 
not only for what he possessed 
but for keeping it. Even the presi- 
dency of the CIO was given him 
by Lewis. 

It is highly improbable that 
Murray could have achieved either 
the presidency of the CIO or the 
steel worker’s union without 
Lewis. It must be remembered 
that Lewis placed Murray in the 
chairmanship of the Steel Workers 
Organizing Committee and person- 
ally sent the union drive forward 
by negotiating a contract which 
recognized the union in the United 
States Steel Corp. 

The obsessional hatred of Mur- 
ray for Lewis can be understood 
on these grounds alone. The same 
factors argue strongly for the hos- 
tility toward Lewis of other of his 
creatures. 

It should also be remembered 
that Lewis in 1940 praised Murray 
to the heavens and now was 
damning him to hell. 

Today, when Lewis is informed 
of Murray’s breast-beating and 
charges of betrayal, he quietly 
smiles and always dismisses the 
subject with the same cryptic pro- 


fane epithet.

South had no difficulty in mak- 
ing his contract, in fact he made 
an extra trick, but this was not 
particularly gratifying inasmuch 
as a cold slam at diamonds had 
been lost. 

‘Analysis of the bidding discloses 
that it was North who was largely 
responsible for this result- True, 
South overstated his values when 
he opened the bidding with two 
no-trump (for which he was at 
least a half honor-trick, or one 
winner short) but this stretch 
should have made it all the easier 
for North, instead of hampering 
him as it seems to have done! 

North had passed a hand just 
short of opening bid requirements, 
and opposite a two-no-trump open- 
ing, it became a very big hand 
indeed! 

Presumably, North felt that he 
was showing his values when, hav- 
ing first responded with three 
diamonds, he then raised three no- 
trump to four. Actually, however, 
he was doing no such thing! The 
bids he made would have been 
fully justified on some such hold- 
ing as six diamonds headed by 
K-Q-J with nothing on the side, 
and if that had been the case, the 
partnership would have been on 
slippery ground at any slam con- 
tract! 

Simply on the basis of the two- 
no-trump opening, North should 
have made up his mind to reach 
some slam, and since there was a 
definite possibility that the hands 
would play best at the diamond 
suit, North might well have 
jumped to four diamonds over 
two no-trump. If South answered 
this with four no-trump, North 
could then bid six no-trump, but 
undoubtedly South would have 
raised four diamonds to five, and 
then North should prefer the dia- 
mond slam.

They want re- 
spect as much as anyone else, 
and they are at great pains to 
uphold and justify their totter- 
ing position in this modern 
world of machines and working 
wives. They virtuously and 
smugly proclaim that raising a 
family and keeping a house is a 
full-time job. Maybe the hap- 
hazard way some women kecp 
house and raise a family, it is! 
They insist it takes intelligence 
and responsibility and lots of 
hard work to keep house. With 
a little intelligence and system 
applied, housework cannot pos- 
sibly be hard work. The wide- 
spread popularity of the silly 
day-time soap operas among 
housewives offers a good indica- 
tion of the average intelligence 
of these women. Judging from 
our house, I would be willing to 
bet that MRS. SECRETARY'S 
house looks neater and cleaner 
than that of any housewife who 
sits at home all day.
